Deen’s bill, similar to those offered 
by George and Green’ except in 
amount, read:

The screw worm, fly is believed to 
have migrated the last few years from 
Mexico. 


The state department of health 
Wednesday made public statistics 
showing that in addition to the in- 
festation of thousands of head of cat- 
tle the screw worm had infested 38 
human beings in the state and had 
caused at least eight deaths. 

Dr. D..L. Seckinger, epidemiologist 
for the department of health, said that 
the dead. included one white man and 
five negroes.

Firm, almost eager, in his accusal. 
the 74-year-old former Bronx teacher 
told his direct story for two and a 
half hours at Hauptmann’s murder 
trial and then turned on defense in- 
quisitors with vigor. 

Again the chiding schoolmaster, he 
lectured Edward J. Reilly, chief of 
defense counsel, until the portly law- 
yer protested he could ‘take it.” 

At one point his testimony, on 
cross-examination, provoked a defense 
demand for a mistrial. The motion, 
directly the result of an interruption 
by Attorney-General David T. Wi- 
lentz, was denied quiekly by Justice 
Thomas W, Trenchard. 

No Doubt in Voice. 

There was no doubt in the voice 
of ‘the tall, white-haired scholar as 
he shook a pedantic finger and re- 
peated : 

“‘John’ is Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann!” 

Nor did his story falter as he told 
of- the eerie cemetery trysts that 
finally léd him to put $50,000 in the 
hands of the furtive “John”—Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh’s ransom for 
the baby already slain. 

Not even at the height of Reilly’s 
relentless questions, pointed patent- 
ly at the question of Condon’s own 
good faith in the case, did he waver. 

“Not for me, not for me,” he re- 
plied to the suggestion that he rest for 
a few minutes. “Let him go right on 

all night.” 

‘| Tomorrow Dr. Condon faces more 
searching queries from the carpenter's 
defender, on Reilly's own promise that 
the cross-examination will consume a 
day and a half. 

Tells Story in Detail. 

In every detail today “Jafsie” told 
his story of the arrangements for the 
ransom; of his first tryst with “John” 
in. Woodlawn cemetery, the Bronx, 
soon after the kidnaping: how he ar- 
ranged to have the child’s sleeping 
suit sent to him as proof that “John’s” 
supposed superiors had the baby. 

Then he carried the moving narra- 
tive to St. Raymond’s cemetery, also 
in the Bronx, where on the night of

Ralph Jones, Escaped. 


G. Dan Bridges; chairman of the 


police committee of, council, Wednes- 
day called a w soy Ba the committee 
for 7:30 o'clock iday night, at 
which time the escape from the new 
city jail Monday of Ralph Jones, Iili- 
nois life-termer, will be thoroughly 
investigated. : 

A negro vendor was named Wednes- 
day as the person who supplied Jones 
with the saw blades with which he ef- 
fected his escape by sawing the bars 
in the window of his cell; and formal 
charges were lodged against five po- 
lice officials by Chief T. O. Sturdi- 
vant after he and his secretary, O. 
H. Pendley, had conducted an in- 
vestigation of the edcape. 

George Peek, negro vendor of soft 
drinks and sandwiches in the city 
jail, was named by O. H. Pendley, sec- 
cretary to Chief of Police Sturdivant. 
who is conducting an investigation of 
the escape, as the person who, in all 
probability, supplied Jones with tke 
saws which enabled him to gain his 
freedom, Peek was seen to hand a 
blue envelope to Jones and in return 
received $20, which he secreted in his 
shoe. It is believed by Pendley that 
the envelo contained saw blades. 
Peek is held on “suspicion.” 

The second escape nlot was reveal- 
ed when jail officials discovered that 
a bar in the cell of George Henry, 
45-year-old burglary suspect, on the 
same tier as that from which Jones 
escaped, had been sawed. Henry was 
submitted to an exhaustive search, as 
was the cell, but no saw blades found. 


The burglary suspect denied he had |}, 


attempted to saw the bar. 

Both Henry. and James Morgan, 
who were arrested after a quantity of 
burglary tools had been found in their 
possession, have filed petitions for 
writs of habeas corpus hearings on 
which are scheduled to take place 
before Judge G. H. Howard in Fulton 
superior court this morning. 

Mattress Searched. 

Jail officials, who discovered that 
the bar had been partly sawed and 
the cut filled with nvtty, removed the 
mattress from Henry’s cell in the be- 
lief that saw blades might be secreted 
in it. 

S. W. Sisk, recently indicted in the 
holdup murder of David Lord, occu- 

ied the cell before Henry was placed 
in it, and Pendley is investigating the 
possibility that Sisk, who, if convicted, 


faces a death sentence, may have been 


in possession of a saw. 

Turn- 
key W. A. Adair, Mrs. M. Hairston, 
jail matron; Mrs. Vannie McDonough, 
a policewoman, and Mrs. G. C, Bul- 
lard, another matron, are. the mem- 
bers of the police department against 
whom specific charges of rr of 
duty were drafted by Chief T. O.

panion, Ellen Brown, in solitary con- 
finement when she was in police cus- 
today. The Buckley woman was able 
to obtain her release on bond, but 
later was rearrested. 

Adair Accused of Neglect. 

Turnkey Adair, in charge of the 
third. floor, from whence Jones escap- 
ed, is accused of neglect of duty in 
that he failed to discover Jones’ es- 
cape at 3 o'clock the morning of Jan- 
uary 7 until two hours and 45 min- 
ntes after the life termer actually 
fled. Adair insists that Jones was 
in his cell at 4 o'clock. 

Mrs. Hairston, according to Pend- 
ley’s charges, removed Ellen Brown 
and two other women from their quar- 
ters in the white women’s section of 
the jail and took them to the radio 
room on the roof of the building with- 
out authority. : ; 
® Mrs. McDonough is charged with 
disobedience of orders as well as neg- 
lect of duty.

GREED IS CHARGED 
10 HOLDING FIRMS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9. 
Greed and “personal ambition” were 
reported today by the federal trade 
commission to have been the “major 
motives” behind the giant power com- 


binations which resulted in the In- 
sull empire and others similar in size. 

Holding company domination of the 
industry increased in the post-war 
years, the commission said, “until 16 
large holding company groups con- 
trolled over three-fourths of the pri- 
vately owned industry in 1929 to 
1932.” 

The united corporation group in 
which J. P. Morgan & Company is 
interested, was the largest of these, 
the commission said, with control of 
companies producing 19.8 per cent of 
the total electric energy generated. 

The electric bond and share group 
was next with 13.6 per cent, and In- 
sul] interests third with 11.1 per cent. 

The desire to take advantage of 
technical improvements aided in 
bringing about the consolidations, the 
commission reported to the senate. 

“Unquestionably,” the report con- 
tinued, “as developed later, the desire 
for commercial expansion, greed and 
personal ambition to become dominat- 
ing factors in the industry were ma- 
jor motives in impelling promotional 
desires and schemes for the develop- 
ment of large combinations of wili- 
ties.” 

The report today was one of a-se- 
ries ‘n the senate-directed, six-year 
investigation of the nation’s public 
utilities. 

Officials have predicted that the 
final report would recommend limit- 
ing the size and power of utility com- 
binations. and perhaps putting them 
under federal licensing.

Professional persons engaged in the

A doctor here told me that in a 
certain medical station on the Upper- 
Congo he had to have a servant stand 
behind him to chase away the cloud 
of tsetse flies, while he treated the 
masses of half dead natives who were 
being carried to him, from all around 
in the county. 

I have not been bitten yet, but am 
bound to be once we start to move 
southward. The injection of “Ger- 
manin” today renders ‘me immune and 
gives me the standing ‘of a big sor- 
cerer in the eyes of the natives beyond 
the Sahara. Curiously enough, they, | 
the natives, imagine that the magic 
against the death fly resides in the 
needle. They will do anything to steal 
a hypodermic needle, as to the “Ger- 
manin” preparation that’s of less im- 
portance in their eyes. .

Policing Costs, Mortality 
Rates Higher, Housing 
Board Report Shows. 


“Atlanta's slum areas, comprising a 
population of less than one-fifth of 


the entire city, cost nearly twice as 
much to police and are breeding places 
for crime and. disease, according to a 
report of the municipal housing au- 
therity, headed by Councilman Max 


M. Cuba, of the second ward. yet 
os e total population of the city is 


, according to the report. The 
slum areas Have a population:of 44,- 

, while the remainder of the city 

has a population of 226,066. 

per capita cost of policing the 
slum sections was $6.10, according to 
studies by the authority, while that 
of policing the remainder of the city 
was only $3.23 per capita. 

Studies are being made by Ray- 
mond R. Torras, engineer-secretary of 
the city planning commission, who 
also is secretary to the housing au- 
thority. 

Adult crime, juvenile delinquency, 
tuberculosis mortality, infant mor- 
tality, demolition and new. construc- 
tion, population and alley housing al- 
ready have been studied in compre- 
hensive work done, and tax delinquen- 
cy, property valuation, trends in pop- 
ulation, utility services and play- 
krounds are now receiving the atten- 
tion of Torras and his corps of as- 
sistants. 

Big Percentage of Arrests. 

From October 12 to October 81, 
1933, there were 1,600 arrests 
throughout the city, according to the 
report, and 434 of the number were 
made in_slum sections. 

The studies are designed to show 
that low cost rehousing should be 
pughed in several sections of the city. 
There were 2093 arrests per square 
mile in slum sections as compared to 
7 35 per square mile of the re- 
maining portions of the city. 

In 1933 there were 803 convictions 
among children in juvenile courts. 
There were 504 negroes and 209 
whites. A total of 350 of the cases 
originated in the so-called blighted sec- 
tions. 

Of the 830 deaths from tuberculosis, 
291 originated on the blighted sections, 
and 28 per cent of the deaths were 
attributed to sections of the city which 
only 5 per cent of the area of the 

ty and where only 17 per cent of the 
4 oe of the municipality lives. 
he per capita cost of treating tu- 
berculosis in slum sections was $1.02 
as against 35 cents for the remainder 
of the city based solely on mortalities. 
No effart was .made.to obtain costs 
of treatment where no deaths resulted. 

High Infant Mortality. 

Of the 087 infant deaths in Atlanta 
for 1931-83; 247 or slightly over 25 
per cent were within the sections de- 
scribed as “blighted.” 

There are 69,267 housing structures 

housing nearly all Atlanta’s popula- 
tion, and 25 per cent of the popula- 
tion are living in what is termed 
“crowded quarters,” according to a 
real property inventory conducted by 
the department of commerce. Forty- 
three per cent of the houses need re- 
pairs, 23 per cent of the structures 
are ih need of structural repairs, and 
4 per cent are unfit for human habita- 
tion. ; 
Fourteen of the dwelling units are 
without running water, 30 per cent 
have no electrical conveniences, 26 per 
cent haye no indoor water closets and. 
if, per cent. have no bath tubs or 
showers. 7

4th Mystery Death Arouses 
, Small Alabama Community 


MOORESVILLE, Ala. Jan. 9.—(?) 
The fourth death under mysterious 
and violent circumstances within. -a' 
radius of two miles of Mooresville to- 
night brought a ferce of Limestone 
county officers into this quiet rural 
community to seek the solution. 

A coroner's jury oniy added to the 
mystery today afte? returning a vet- 
dict of “death at the hands of parties 
unknown” in the case of A. C. Jolly, 
ee night watchman on a bridge neay 
ere. 

“There are indications that he might 
have been choked or smothered to 
death,” said Sheriff A. L. Baker after 
an investigation. “There are some pe- 
culiar: things about the case that we 
do not feel should be made public as 


Sheriff Baker said physicians found 
a slight bruise on the Jeft shoulder, 
a small skinned place above the left 
eye and a bump over the ear, “none 
of which caused death.” 

Although there was some evidence 
of a struggle, Sheriff Baker said Jol- 
ly’s shotgun stood in the corner of the 
shack where he» usually kept it, and 
two loaded shells were near by. Ore 
discharged shotgun shell was in the 
shack, however, and there were some 
pellets in the walls. 

That constituted the evidence and 
clues on which the officers had to 
work to unravel the latest mystery 
death in the Mooresville area. 

“It is very mysterious,” the sheriff 
said, adding that he and his force of 
deputies had not been able td find a 
lead in any of the three previous 
mysterious deaths around Mooresville, 
the first of which was that of Mra. 
James E. Morgan, whose body was 
found beside the railroad tracks on 
November 7 


Several citizens, however, tonight 
expressed doubt that Jolly was a vic- 
time of violence, but held to a theory’ 
of accidental asphyxiation. 

Arthur Richardson, prominent mer- 
chant, pointed out that Jolly was 
burning a small charcoal stove in the 


shack, which was tightly closed, and 
could have died from asphyxiation. 

The death of Mrs. Morgan, wao 
last was seen alive on a Pullman car 
en route from Medford, Mass., to 
Sheffield, Ala. started the chain of 
mysteries. Examination of the Pull- 
man disclosed that the windows had 
not been tampered with, and that the 
doors were locked. She was fully 
clothed when found. 

On November 17 a passer-by found 
Claude Clark, 15-year-old “r.odel boy,” 
mortally wounded beside the highway. 

‘He shot me,” gasped young Clark 
and lapsed into unconsciousness from 
which he never roused. A .22-caliber 
bullet had struck him between the 
eyes. 

The third death, near the scene of 
young Clark’s slaying, was that of W. 
L. Stephens, of Madison, doing con- 
tract hauling on a highway job. He. 
too, had been shot in the head, and 
on the running board of his truck was 
a .32-caliber pistol. The coroner re- 
turned a verdict “death at the hands 
of parties unknown.”

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 9.—()— 
The cotton-growing south presently 
faces prospects for less boll weevii 
infestation of the 1934 crop during 
the past two years. a survey covering 
12 atates conducted bv the statistical 
division of the American Cotton Co- 
operative Association revealed today. 

The late fall infestation this year 
was found to be approximately 50 per 
cent as compared with 63 per cent 
last vear and 70 per cent in 1933. 

Although declaring the early infes- 
tation this year is less than in 1954 
and 1935. the. association’s survey 
warned that if is sufficiently heavy 
to cause severe weevil damage in the 
event of normal Jnne and July tem- 
peratures and high humidity duging 
the growing season. 

The association estimated weevil 
damage during the present season at 
6.5 per cent, as against 9.1 per cent 
a year ago.

Interviewer: I see. 

Kipke: You would have if you had 
been in Minneapolis and at Columbus 
to see us play Minnesota, and Ohio. 
Imagine playing to sell-out crowds in 
both towns when you had a team as 
rotten as ours was, and the Gophers 
and Buckeyes were as good as they 
were. I’ve never heard of a parallel 
case in my years as a coach. The 
people. simply turned out to see a 
slaughter and to be able to say, “See 
how the mighty are fallen—n’yaa-aa-” 

Interviewer: You think they laid 
for you? 

Kipke: Of course they did. Who 
wouldn’t? If Michigan hadn’t beaten 
Illinois, Jet’s say, in five seasons, and 
Illinois was coming for a game 
against us at Ann Arbor, and we had 
a pretty fair team, you could bet 
your boots we'd pack the stadium and 
we'd run up as high score as we 
were able. Anybody would, I guess. 

Interviewer:. Why was Michigan 
down and out this season? 

‘Kipke: Material, mostly. We had 
lost about all our 1933 team, which 
was about the best I ever had. You 
can't replace men like Wistert at 
tackle and Bernard at center by 
snapping your fingers. In the state 
of Michigan, too, things are tougher 
than they are in other Big Ten 
states. To get into Ann Arbor from 
a state high school you have to be 
in the upper third of your class and 
be recommended by _ the elgg 
That doesn’t sound so tough, but it 
eliminates hundreds of star athletes 
who can’t get the o. k. of their su- 
periors or the marks or the 15 hours 
of accredited work, includifig’ foreign 
languages. which you must have to 
get. into Michigan. If you come from 
out-state, Michigan requires college 
boards. 

Interviewer Is it different else- 
where in the Big Ten? 

Kipke: In Ohio, for instance, all 
you have to do is graduate and you 
are automatically eligible for the state 
university. Of course, you are likely 
to be kicked out, as about 60 per 
cent of the freshmen are. But at 
least the material-is there. I should 
say that Ohio has. the. best material, 
on the whole, of any of the Big Ten 
schools, year in and year out, 

Interviewer: Who else gets con- 
sistently good material? 

Kipke: Purdue, Minnesota, Iowa 
and usually Illinois, although North- 
western and hicago cut into 
Zuppke'’s supply. 

Interviewer: How have the dar- 
ling alumni been this season? 

Kipke: Dayling. 

Interviewer: J’ll bet they have. 

Kipke: They have, really. I have 
a stack of letters as high as you are 
from Michigan alumni everywhere 
sympathizing with the situation. I 
expected a thousand complaints and 
I got not a single one.

Wrigley Pisces Financial 

Loss at $600,000 in 
Three Years. 


By Charles Dunkley. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 9:—(#)—The Chi- 
cago Cubs, thought to be a tremen- 
dous money maker, have been a fi- 


nancial flop for the last three years. 

Philip K. ie da 40-year-old pres- 
ident, revealed today that the club 
lost $600,000 in that period. The loss 
for 1934 was around $200,000. 

Said young Wrigley: “It seems 
to be the general impression, even 
among National league owners, that 
the Cubs are a ‘gold mine.’ One ‘look 
at our ks, showing what we have 
paid out, and ‘what we have re- 
ceived, would quickly cause a revi- 
sion of that opinion.” 7 

There are three major reasons for 
the huge deficit, Wrigley explained. 
These are: Falling off in attend- 
ance, generous salaries to the play- 
ers and a tremendous cash expendi- 
ture for the purchase of stars, some 
of whom failed to click. 

NEW POLICY. 


Wrigley continued: “No club 
owner, no matter how much money 
he has, can continue to lose money 
at such a rate. My job, as presi- 
dent of the team and director of its 
policies, will be to restore the Cubs 
to a paying proposition.” 

Asked if the 1935 pay roll of the 
club would be lower than last year, 
Wrigley replied: “Not ‘much, _ It 
will be better balanced, however. Our 
pay roll cannot be much lower for us 
to maintain a club that we believe 
has a good chanee to win the Na- 
tional league championship this year.” 

In balancing the pay roll of the 
team, Owner Wrigley indicated that 
some of the stars, who failed last 
season, would find their salaries 
slightly cut, while the deserving 
youngsters and veterans would be 
given boosts. 

CUB LOSSES. 

Wrigley pointed out that the Cubs 
lost about $50,000 less last year than 
in The 1934 loss included the 
purchase of high-priced players. These 
included Chuck Klein, purchased from 
the Phillies for a reported $75,000; 
big Bill Lee, a pitcher, who cost 
$30,000; Tuck Stainback, Roy Joiner 
and: others. Added to this was the 
$22,000 salary paid Klein last sea- 
son and $19,000 for Babe Herman. 

Wrigley said the Cubs had lost 
more money than any major league 
team in the last three years. 

“I am in the game for the sport 
of it,” Wrigley added, “whether the 
club makes money or not, but it is 
essential that the club breaks nearly 
even or shows a little profit.”

MAKES ‘DEBUT 


By Gayle Talbot. 


BROOKLANDS, Eng., Jan. 9.— 
(P)—Sir Malcolm Campbell’s sleek 
new LBluebird—longer, heavier an‘ 
rakishly streamlined—was shown for 
the first time today before being crat- 
ed and shipped to America, where 
Campbell plans new assaults on speed 
records at Daytona Beach, Fla. 

A combined gasp, “She's a beauty,’ 
came from the hundred privileged 
spectators as the monster was rolled 
out wf the paddock and the proud 
Campbell, whose mechanics worked fe- 
verishly day and night to complete 
the race, forgot his usual reticence 
about predictions long enough to say: 

“TF hope to go over 300 miles an 
hour in her.” 

The new Bluebird is 28 feet 3 inches 
long, compared with the former’s 2% 
feet and weighs 10,640 pounds, 1,120 
pounds more than its predecessor. 

Also, the body shell has been en- 
larged so it is now flush with the 
outside surface of the wheels in or- 
der to eliminate wind resistance. 

The biggest change in the outward 
appearance of the car is that four 
rear wheels are used instead of two. 
It also presents a vastly different 
radiator appearance, having a _ nar- 
row slit with a shutter which can de 
closed, giving an estimated additional 
15 miles per hour. 

Campbell demonstrated the new “air- 
brakes.” These are two feet square 
flaps lying flush with the body behind 
the rearmost wheels, When the foot 
brake is depressed the flaps rise up 
and catch the airstream. Campbell 
explained these brakes are effective 
only at speeds upwards of 250 miles 
per huur. 

Campbell said the Bluebird would 
be shipped on the Berengaria on Jan- 
uary, 16, while he will sail on the 
Aquitania, January 23. :

MUST BE PAID MAR. 15 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—(P)}— 
Cotton producers who owe a 10-cent 
per nound loan on their staple were 
notified today by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation ‘it must be repaid 
by March 15. . 

Lynn P. Talley. corporation presi- 
dent, said in a statement it holds as 
collateral only approximately 200.000 
bales pledged as security for loans on 
1933 cron cotton. 

These loans originally matured July 
31, 1924, and were extended to Feb- 
ruary 1, 1935. 


Talley said it is not .the intention | 


of the corporation at this time to 
take over and sell any of the. cotton 
in liquidation of the loans. 

He pointed out that funds for re- 
payment may be secured by the pro- 
ducers either through the sale of their 
cotton or by pledging the cotton un- 
der the 12-cent loan or using other 
available funde.
